The 
first great damage done by the storm was at 
Wesson, Mississippi, the story of which is so 
well told in the dispatches. Passing through 
a region of Alabama inaccessible to the wire, 
its devastation can only be gauged by the 
havoc it left behind at places from which ad- 
vices have been received. Entering Georgia 
its first destructive work was in Dougherty, 
where the scenes are equal to those at Wes 
sen. The good people of Albany, headed by 
Hon. Nelson Tift, have already organized the 
work of relief. Passing through a tier of 
counties which can, in the main, only be 
heard from through the mails, enough is

‘minutes, 
THRRE PERSONS KILLED.

CRAWFORD, April 24-—On Sunday about sun- 
Jown a severe storm of wind and hail passed just 
above Crawford, striking A. W. Wilkins’s house, 
damaging his dwelling and premises five or six 
hundred dollars. About one-fourth of a mileino a 
northerly direction from there, it completely de- 
molished a negro church. Next the lightning 
struck a negro woman on Mr. Hargrove's farm, 
wounding her severely. Three milcs further it 
struck Joe Stevens's place, tearing the roof of his 
dwelling off. The barns and outhouses were com- 
pletely carriedaway. Near there a negro house was 
blown over and burned, killing anegro man. Noth- 
irg remains on Mr. Obadiah Stevens’s place but his 
dwelling. A Mrs. Graham, white, was severely 
wounded by falling timbers and is not expected to 
live. The track of the storm was about three- 
fourths of a mile im width. 

SIX INCHES OF RAIN IN TWO HOURS, 
Special to the Constitution. 

NEWNAN, April 24.—For quick fall and distruc- 
tive force the rain here sunday night was unpre- 
cedented. There was more than six inches rain 
fall in about two hours and the damage to the farm- 
ing interests isinestimable. Corn that was up and 
worked out isin many places so badly washed that 
itis impossible tosay what was planted on the 
ground, Cotton seed, guano and soil all shared 
fhe same fate. The damage tothe paper mill, 
Hutchinson’s factory and other mills, bridge prop- 
erty within a radius of five miles of Whitesburg, in 
Carroll county, will amount#o twenty-two thousand 
dollars. One of these mills was swept entirely off. 
In this county, as fares heard from, the damage to 
| mills and bridges amount to about $15,000. Captain 
Croft says it w-ll be seven or eight days before trains 
will run from Carrollton to Griffin. They are now 
at work tressling the gaps that washed out. 

FAMILIES SWEPT AWAY IN CARROLL.

GRIFFIN, April 24.—A telegram from Carrollton 
to-day states that the family of Josephus Roof, who 
resided near the Chattahoochee river, were all 
drowned by the awful and unprecedented freshet 
of Sunday night. Itis alsostated thata brother of 
Rey. W. W. Roof isalso missing. The whole face of 
the earth was'once more covered in Carroil county 
by the deluge and the damage throughout that sec, 
tion is reported to be overwhelmingly great and 
disastrous. Telegrams just received say it will be 
at leasta week before damage sustained by the 
Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama railroad 
wasbouts can be repaired sufficiently for the trains 
torun through. The estimated damage to the road 
as far as can be learned is at least forty thousand 
dollars.

At Beauregard to-day all was bustie and confusion 
Gangs of men were at work getting out goods from 
the wrecked stores,and scores of ox-teams were 
hauling the recovered property away. The homeless 
people had gotten their remaining effects, and 
were moving them in wagons and carsand a con- 
struction train was engaged in removing the 
debris of the broken box cars. A relief committee 
headed by L. O. Bridwell, was actively and 
systematically at work issuing rations and dis- 
tributing clothi:y. The Times-Democrat physicians, 
Drs. Lehman and Fitch are also assisting the 
wounded. Assistance also came from Jackson, Utica 
and other points. lu making the roundsamong the 
wounded very sad scenes were Witnessed and the

In the Carolinas.

The big storm struck this portion of the country 
yesterday morning about two o'clock, and after 
blowing things around and thoroughly soaking 
everything, passed on and wasted itself on old 
ocean. The rainfall was preceded here by a heavy 
wind and sleep-disturbing thunders, after wnich 
there was a calm for afew moments, when the rain 
came down in sheets, as if intent upon washing 


our old world awuy. The rain did 
not cease falling until about six 
o’clock. The storm was general over the state, but 


particularly heavy to the north and west of it. Be- 
tween Greensboroand Danville the rainfall was 
terrific, and the streams between fhose places were 
higher yesterday. it is stated for an actual fact, 
than wasever before known. The mail and pas- 
senger No. 52,duehere yesterday at 2:10, did not 
arrive until after four o’clock, having been delay- 
ed by a washout anda fill-in, both within a quar- 
ter of a mile of each other, near Morehead, a staiion 
eight miles north of Greensboro. The washout ex- 
tending over fifteen feet of track, 
was quickly repaired, and the’ -train 
passed over, but had searcely resumed full speed 
before the engineer reversed hisergine and applied 
the air brakes justin timeto stop short ofan im- 
mense lot of dirt that had tumbled down a hill and 
covered the track. This slide occasioned a consid- 
erable delay, as it required heavy work to remove 
it. All along the railroads, the creeks and branches 
were out of banks, and the lowlands were a sheet 
of water. Between Lexington and the Yadkin bridge 
a considerable stretch of track was undes water, at 


some places deep enough to be 
parted by the pilot of the 
engine. The Carolina Central railroad men report 


unprecedeuted rains both east and west. The Ca- 
tawba river was higher than has been known the 
past winter, and there was water everywhere. The 
wind did agood deal of damage to timber land by 
the destruction of trees, and some farmers who had 
planted their bottoms in corn will have it all to do 
overagain. The rainfall was immense in the west- 
ern section of this cournty,and it was yesterday 
impossible for the west side farmers to get to the 
city with wagens onmaccount of the swollen con- 
dition of the streams.

Sr. Louis, April 24.—Advices from New Mexico 
say that General Crook broke camp at{Wilcox yester- 
daymorning and startedfor Guldaloupe canyon with 
300 troops—200 Indian scouts and 21 wagons.

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SAN FRANCIsco, April 24.—In an inteiview with » 
Chronicle representative today, Mr. Dana said 
that the leading issue of the next presid ential cam- 
paign will be to turn out the republicans. Contin- 
uing, he said: ‘‘I think the democrats can come 
squarely before the country as advucates of a tariff 
for revenue only, an international revenue tax and 
@ justifiable liquor tax, which will yield enough to 
pay the pension laws passed by the recent cougress. 
These oply last four or five years: after, the tax is 
no longer needed. Even now, as recommended by 
Arthur, all international texation can be done 
away. Can'tsay whetner active republicansin the 
last congress alienated the workingmen from the 
republican party or not, or whether the Ohio elec» 
tion will be influenced thereby. If the question 
refers to a reduction of metal duties, it is too early 
to judge of its effects. Only twosouthern states are 
manufacturing woolen end cotion goods. Sugar 
and iron are likely to be affected by the free trade 
issue in Louisiana, Georgia and Alabama. The 
sugar interests of Louisiana will certainly fail 
under a free trade policy, for without protection, 
Louisiana sugar planters are powerless to compete 
with Cuba, Brazil and the Sandwich Islands. The 
iron interestsof Alabama are safe. The effect of a 
free trade plank in the democratic platform at the 
presidential election in New York,inthe present 
state of public opinion, would be ruinous, and 
would also lose New Jersey, Connecticut and prob- 
ably Indiana. The democratic party has available 
presidential candidates in all parts of the country, 
McDonald, of Indiana, is spoken of; Hendricks 
has friends. Bayard has warm friends: Bayard 
has probably more personal admirers than any 
othermanin the party. Palmer, of Illinois, is 
strong. Thurmanis one of the ablest men in the 
country. If Ohio unites in his support at the demo- 
cratic Convention his nomination is assured. Til 
den’s friends are not discussing his nomination. I 
am his friend, and am not aware of such discussion. 
If Tilden were fifteen years younger, and had cor- 
responding physical strength, there would be no 
doubt of his nominatien. I don’t think the western 
states Will insist on naming the candidate.

AN INDIANA VIEW. 


MeDeonald Likely te Lose Wind—Hendricks’s Jeal-« 
ouay. . 

New York, April 24 —The New York Times has 
the following in to-day’s issue, telegraphed from 
Indianapolis: ‘‘There is some uneasiness as to the 
McDona:d boom. It has been such plain sailing 
hitherto that the jolly crowd of democratic micaw- 
bers wh» have been waiting for years for something 
to turn up have had nothing to do but to cast up 
accounts and apportion the profits of the offices be- 
tween them. But lately the sun seems to have at 
least been temporaily obscured, and a change has 
come over their disposition. The condition of af- 
fairs developed at the Iroquois banquet was in the 
nature of a violent shock. There are indications 


that Mr. Tilden still has designs, and that his bony 
fipgeis are stretcning out over the conntry again, 
and gathering in the wires which are likely to con- 
centrate in the next nomination. 

‘‘A great effortis makirvg to have it appear that 
Indiana is solidand enthusiastic for Mr. McVDonala, 
butitis notso. Mr. Hendricks might be slightly 
disfigured, and the senile gangrene in his great toe 
may keep him from running very lively himseif;

Not less than a half dozen democratic 
papers of the state are openly for Tilden’s nomina 
tion, and the feeling is spreading and deepening 
simply by virtue of being talked of. And ona 
square vote, remembering the flesh-pots of 1876 it 
is questionable whether the majority of Indiana 
democrats would not favor Tilden ia preference to 
any local candidate. ludiana democrats are 
very hungry They prefer present realities to 
future hopes, and their mouths water when 
they remember the refreshing manna that dropped 
ail over the state from the jbands of Yilden's rep- 
resentatives eight years ago; and too, Mr. McDon- 
ald bas never been strong with his party in his 
own state.

DYNAMITE IN THE CABINET. 


A Discussion of a Question Which May Become Im- 
portant— Indian Kelics 

WASHINGTON, April 2i4.— A meeting of the cabi- 
netjto-day lasted about an hour and half. All of the 
heads of departments were present, includiug the 
new postmaster-general. There was some discus- 
sion of the question whether the vational board of 
health or the marine hospital service should direct 
aud control the expenditure of $100,000 appropria- 
ted for the prevention and suppression of epidemic 
diseases, but no cenclusion was reached.

The 
Doctor hopes to conquer this attack, but fears are 
expressed on every*hand.that the disease will even- 
tually prove fatal. senayor Anthony was 68 years of 
age ov the Ist Gay of this month. During his twenty 
years in the United States senate he has been very 
popular In Washington society, and bis present 
physical conditionisnodonbt due in a large 
measure to high living. Senator Anthony was re 
elected tothe senate a vear ago next month, and if 
he lives will begin hi- fifth term when the senate is 
again convened, and it is rumored that it is the in- 
tentiou of Senator Edmunds to resign the presi- 
dency «f the senate in order that senator Anthony, 
the oldest senator in point ofservice, way be elected 
to that honoranle offiee. Great solicitude for the 
senator’s healih is feit here. for the death ef Rhode 
Island’s ‘favorite son’’ Woulée be a serious blow to 
the state. 


A PATENT FORGERY. 


A Sharp Tennessee luventor Putaup a Game on the 
Patent Office, and Gets! Left. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—A fo:gery of a patent waS 
discovered by the patent offic@® to-day. The cir- 
cumstances connected with it are as follagvs: On 
June 8, 1878, a patent fornutlccks was issued to 
Wm. Sutton, of Purdy, Tennessee, now of Pare- 
gould, Arkansas. Recently Sutton transferred to 
P. J. Bennet and F. M. Threadgill of Little Rock, 


for the consideration fof $5009, what pur 
ported to be a patent for nut locks issuedjon Janu- 
ary 8th, 1885 and documents, together with a let- 
ter of transfer were sent t© the patent office to 
be recorded. Upon reference it Was 
readily ascertained that no patent 
was issued jo sutton on January 8, 1883. An inves- 
tigation showed that the patent was not genuine, 
and that in order to make the transfer Sutton coun- 
terfeited the patent head, forged the signatures of 
Alonzo Bell, assistant secretary of the interior, and 
E. M. Marble, commissioner of patents, and took 
from the genuine patent the seal of the patent of- 
fice which, together with the original specifications, 
attached to the fraudulent certificate, thereby mak- 
ing it appear that the patent had seventeen years to 
run. The fact that the seal has been removed from 
the genuine patent renders it invalid. The case 
will be promptly prosecuted, 


MILLIONS OF LABELS. 


An Immens: Job Turned Out by the Government 
Printing Office, 
WASHINGTON, April 24.--The government printing 
office has just completed one of the largest jobs ever 
done in this country. This was the printing of fifty 
millions of tobacco rebate labels. The constant ser- 
vices of eight presses were required for six and half 
days forthe press work alone. Each form contained 
one hundred labels, so that eight hundred were 


printed ateach revolution of the pre-ses. A thous- 
and dvilars’ worth of red ink and a thousand reams 
of paper were used. The labels, if placed legthwise 
in a straight line, would have covered a distance of 
three thousand miles, or from New York to San 
Fsanci-co. 

In speaking of this work, Public Printer Rounds 
said that the public, and even the offictals of the 
goverument. have no idea of theeno:mons capaci- 
ties of the government printing office for work. 
There is absolutely no limit to the work which can 
be done there. Twenty fast running presses can 
be putat work onajobatany time On the print- 
ing of these labels at the government printing of- 
fice. instead of by contract, the gonernment saved 
$75,00Ujin press work alone.

Andy Taylor, who is now confined in the David- 
son county jail, was the subject of general talk, 
His life, for the past six months, has been eventful, 
and wearying, and lonesome. After the murder, 
when the brothers had taken charge of the train 
and had gone to Lenoir’s, where they took their 
horses, Taylor's life was one of periland surtering 
for months. From Lenoir’s the brothers rode south 
ward, crossing Point Lookout, on Lookout moun- 
tain, and going through Sand mountain, riding on 
until they came to Kingston, where they took a 
skiff and dropped some distance down theriver. — 
They lost their way, however. after landing, and 
the next morning found themselves at Paint Rock 
some distance above Kingston, having walked 
thither during the night. They there took a canoe, 
and in it went to Caney creek. This was the night 
after the murder, when they were so closely pur- 
sued, when the pursuers captured their horses and 
their pilot, George Littleton. At Caney 
creek they left the canoe and went on 
the mountain to a place near  Fiem. 
Taylor's, where they met Bob Taylor. Bob said he 
would tramp no longer, but took the train at 
Rockwood. His end is known. Andy and John 
tramped along the side of Walden’s ridge, through 
Sheriff Springfield's farm, crossed the Tennessee 
river at Beeson's ferry and can.e into Chattanooga. 
John was much better known here than Andy, 
and so the pair came in as tramps, John having 
his head all tied up and putting on the aspect of 
an idiot or crazy person, and Andy leading him, 
At Chattanooga they bought two dollars worth of 
bacon, which they putin asack and carried with 
them. They lived on thisand upon corn which 
they took from the fields and parched and forlorg, 
weary weeks tramped on, sleeping in the woods, 
in deserted huts, in out-houses, often traveling by 
vightand sleeping in the day, in some secure re- 
treat; tired, worn out, suffering, they kept up their 
tiresome tramp through to Kentucky, across that 
state from end to end and into southeastern Mis- 
soun. Here John took sick and died of flux and 
typhoid fever. They were then at the house of @ 
man named Hinkle, and Andy went a long dis 
tance to see adoctorand get medicine for his broth- 
er. Asto the distance, he is contradictory, saying 
sometimes six and sometimes twenty miles. In all 
the narrative he is often confused as to distance and 
time. The terrible life led, and the cdn- 
stant fear of capture kep: .them in cosstant 


suspense and nodoubt they often doubled on their 

line of march, as they did at Kingston. The clearest 
description given, however, of the place where he 
buried his brother is this: It was about forty miles 
from Charleston and thirty-five miles from Wil- 
liamsville. At Williamsville, to reach the place, 
you take the Greenville road and go about qbirty 
miles to the Frederickstown road, which road you 

go about six or seven miles, and there, about halfa 
mile off the road, Hinkle lives, and there John was 
buried. ‘The doctor lived about six miles away at 

a postoffice, the name of which he had 
forgotten, He is described as being a tall, 
handsome man with chin whiskers and 
kindly spoken. Taylor told him 
they were wagoners, that their wagons were at ~~ 
Poplar Bluff: he paid the doctor $22 and promised | 
to pay $15 more when they got back to their wagons. x 
John Taylo: passed as Charlie Clark, and Andy was _—-—~—= 
known as Jim Delezier. Andy, after John’s death, E 
tramped down to Arkansas and thence into Kansas, 
woiking sometime at the coal mines at Thayer. 
Thence he went to the farm of . Axon, near 
Piymouth, and was there employed unt 
His mind is not clear on many of these 
sometimes now he says he does not beligye 
John is dead, though he may be. While empidéy 
at Dixon’s he was quiet and not very talkative. 
There he passed under the name of John Presnall 
aud wasemployed six weeks. He was but twice 
under the influence of liquor; he sometimes asked 
vixon to bring whisky to him, but having pre- 
viously been informed by Taylor that he was pretty 
bud when drinking. Dixou refused to bring the 
whisky. During his second drinking spell he made 
the confession that led to his arrest. He had gone 
to Emporia with his employer and drank very 
freely. When Mr. Dixon was ready to go home, he 
declined going in the wagon in wich some 


ladies were and went to Plymouth on 
the train. On the train he had a  diffi- 
culiy with the eonductor, drawing his 
pistol fand threatening to shoot bim. 


Arriving at Plymouth, he went through the village 
shooting his pistol and creating asensation, and on 
Mr. Dixon’s retura he found Pressnallina drunken 
stupor in the barn, having attemped to kill himself, 
dut only being stunned. Under the impression 
that he had shot himself, he called for Mrs. Dixon, 
confessed his parti the East Tennessee murder, 
and ssid he would givea million dollars if he could 
see his mother again. Tbe next morning, when 
sober, he at first denied the statements made in his 
confessgon of the night before, but afterward con- 
fessed to Mr. Dixon, saying he had no peace since 
the murder, and life was a burden to him,

The present Judge Hutchins, of the superior 
court ofthe northeastern judicial circuit of 
this state, is the son of Nathaniel Hutchins, 
so well-known by many of the older citizens 
of Elbert, as one of the clevyerest men and 
ablest jurists in Georgia.

Thousands of capitalists in the north, who possess 
such great wealth, are looking towards the south as 
a couutry in every way suited for splendid invest- 
ments, and ere long there will be a great 
rush hither. There are no counties in this 
grand old state that possess larger pine forests or 
more fertile plains than Laurens and her sister | 
counties. Laurens, situated in the center of a vast 
chain of railroads, and. yet, still so far away from | 
any, has escaped the observance of these capital- 
ists, but when the fields of their @resent labors 
have been exhausted and they observe the great 
wealth of Laurens and her sisters, there will bea 
great influx hither. And when these new fields 
are opened, it is ‘clear to the mind of 
any im partial reasoner that 
means of transportation will 
sought. True we are to have a line of steamers on 
our river, but this will beinsufficient. Therefore, 
we can look forward to the time when this country 
will be penetrated by the railroad, and the shrill 
whimle of the locomotive, dashing along under 
the majestic pines. will arouse the citizens from 
the lethargy in widch they have solong been. It 
mustcome. lt wili come, and, in our opinion, it 
is only a matter of time.

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FLANKING THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 

Since their disastrous experience with the 
“Pond law,’’ which a convenient court de 

clared unconstitutional, the republicans of 
Ohio have cudgeled their brains for some leg- 
islative device that would satisfy the aggres- 
sive temperance people in their ranks and 
yet noy drive off their supporters who 
are _~ opposed to all sumptuary 
Sunday laws. They have been 
trying to ride two horses going in different 
directions. They wantto retain both the 
temperance vote and the vote of the beer-lov- 
ing Germans. ‘he result of their travail is 
the new “‘Scott law.’’. This law is a most re- | 
markable piece of legislative legerdemain. 
It is neither a prohibitive nora high license 
law—neither a Sunday law noran anti-Sun- 
day law. It pleases neither the Germans 
nor the saloon keepers’ association, and the 
real earnest prohibitionists denounce it open- 
ly and severely. 

The bill attempts to avoid a constitutional! 
prohibition by imposing a ‘‘tax’’—nota ‘‘li- 
cense—of $200 a year on saloons where spirit- 
uous liquors are sold, and $100 a year on those 
in which beerand wine are sold. Spirits 
may be drank on the premises. Another 
clause permits any municlpal corporation 
to prohibit or regulate the sale of both beer 
and spirits. Any municipal corporation can 
decide whether or noit will permit the sale 
of wine and beer on Sunday. 
The reader will observe that 
the bill affords a curious assortment of reme- 
dies. Outside of the towns of the state pro- 
hibition of the broadest nature isto be en- 
forced on Sunday; in the towns local au- 
thorities can permit the sale on Sunday of 
beer and wine, but not of whisky orgin. Of 
course. thisis an abandonment of all prin- 
ciple, and an attempt to satisfy all classes of 
voters. The republicans think they have 
succeeded in framing a law that will satisfy 
the temperance people of the rural districts, 
andthe Germans in the larger towns. They 
have certainly tried to satisfy both, for they 
have laid down to each class a different law. 
Such an enactment is as unsound 
as it is transparently tricky, but Gov- 
ernor Foster has pacxed the supreme court 
with republicans of his own way of thinking, 
and the republicans are not therefore in dan- 
ger of any judicial attack on its legal features. 
It remains to be seen whether the intelligent 
people of a great state will sanction sucha 
patchwork of legislation, framed more to 
hold votes than to regulate an acknowledged 
evil.

can be produced at the lowest rate there will 
the furnaces be located in the long run; and 
this crisis in the iron trade will serve to 
quicken the investigation on that point, and 
the changes that the result calls for. The 
manufacturers of Pittsburg and New Jersey 
may be losing money as the market stands, 
but the pig iron men of Chat- 
tanooga and Birmingham haye not as yet 
complained of the market, and they probably 
will not unless the price goes much lower 
down. Ourdron men are in fact heeled for a 
low market, and when the people of the east 
see that southern furnaces can thrive on low 
prices, they may begin to acknowledge that 
Alabama, Georgia and Tennessee constitute 
the true seat of the iron industry in this 
country.

THE CORN TRADE.

According to the estimate of these best informed 
on the subject, the present supply of corn in this 
city amounts to fully $50,000 or 400,000 bushels—an 
amount nearly twice as great as was ever held here 
atany onetime before. The fact that the stock is 
so large does not seem, however, to cause any feel- 
ing of uneasiness onthe partof dealers as to the 
future of prices, there being avery confident opin- 
ion that the south will need it all, and more too. 

The demand upon this market bas been delayed 
by the exceptionally large crop the past season in 
the cotton states‘ and the region lying between here 
and points usually supplied from Nashville. The 
corn grown in Georgia, South Carolina and Ala- 
bama has now been consumed, and these states are 


chiefly drawing upon lower East Tennessee and 
Tennessee for 


the southern counties of middle ve 
present wants. Nashville’s turn willcomein due 
time, 


Thecourse of trade here since the new crops 
have commenced to move to market has been al- 
togeiher exceptional, and the same state of circum- 
stances may notoccur again within the next twenty 
years. Inthe last months of 1882 and the first of 
1883 there was but little old corn held in the great 
grain markets east and west, on account of the crop 
shortage in 1881, and as a consequence the new crop 
of southern corn, which matured much earlier, 
was resorted to until.the western supply was fit for 
market. Wnaile this boom lasted Nashville shipped 
32,600 bushels direct to Liverpool, via Boston, and 
hundreds of thousands of bushels went to New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, Memphis, Natchez, Mobile and New Orleans. 
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liow Improved Implements Pay the Farmer.

If any proof were ueeded to show the value of in- 
telligent labor in farm work, the returns of the last 
census contain abundant and overwhelming evi- 
dence upon this point. In South Carolina the value 
of agricultural implements per farmh aud was §il, 
aud the annual product per farm hand $142. The 
value of agricultural implements per farm hand, 
with the single exception of Alabama, was less in 
South Carelina than in any other southern state 
end the value of the annual product in 
this state less than in any other southern state, 
with the exception of Florida and Georgia. Ia all 
those states where the farm hand employed the 
largest per capita money value in tools his annua 
product was-proportionately increased in value and 
at a surprising rate. In New Jersey, where the aver- 
ave value of implements per farm hand was $177, 
the average annual product was $501, and in Cali- 
fornia, where the average va)ue of implements per 
farm hand’ was $106, the average annual product 
was $752. Inall the states the returns were the 
same in character. Where the investments in im- 
proved labor saving implements were greatest, the 
annual products were the largest.

The Kentucky Union.

The Kentucky Union is the name of the latest 
railway enterprise in the south, and when the line 
is completed it will have Winchester, Ky,, and 
Abingdon, Va ,forits termini, It is claimed by 
its projectors that it will be the “short line” between 


the westand the Atlantic ocean, and must neces- 
sariiy therefore take front rank as one of the chief 
factors in the east and west railway system of the 
south. All new enterprises of this kind take ‘front 
rank’’ until the securities are marketed, when 
they snddethly take a back seat. For the most 
part this road will run through a region of 
ecuntry that can never be made to contribute local 
trafic in paying quantities unless its grades should 
be low enough to make it possible to transport coal 
to Cinecinnatiand Louisville, aud when it is re- 
smembed that to all points west of Winchester and 
east of Abingdon local rates will be exacted by the 
connecting lines, the coaltrade drops out of the 
trafic question. Itis claimed that eastern capital- 
ists are backing the scheme, and that the road will 
be builtand equipped without any unnecessary 
delay, also, that douations of land aud money have 
been secured from persons living on the line, all 
of whiqgh is verv nice so faras it goes, but at this 
writitig thescbeme has the loeks of a purel7? specu- 
lative enterprise, with the usual amount of first mort- 
gage bonds. 


Shenandoah Valley Railroad. 
PHILADELPUIA, April 23.—There has been some 
misunderstanding about the recent issue of income 
bonds by the Shenandoah Valley railroad compa- 
ny. “It will be remembered that by an agreement 
with the Norfolk and Western the former was to 
raise $900,000 in cash to improve its road, buy 
equipments and meet its floating debt. It was de- 
cided to do this by the issue of $1,500,000 of income 
bonds, payable either in cash orin the coupons of 
its first general mortgege bonds. It was further 
agreed by the Norfolk and Western company 
that when in any one year the gross earnings 
of the Shenandoah Valley road reached $1,200,- 
000, the Norfolk and Western would provide what 
ever sums should be necessary to make up the de- 
ficiency, ifany, in the net e&rnings beiow a suffi- 
cient sum to pay the interest upon the consolidated 
bonds, and four per cent upon the incomes. When 
the gross earnings reach $1,300,000in any one year, 
the Norfolk aud Western is to put 
up the interest to five per cent, 
and when they reach $1,502,000 the incomes are 
to receive six percent, and thereafter during the 
thirty years whict they run. The whole issue was 
promptly taken,and nearly $750,000 paid in in cash, 
comparatively few availing themselves of the right 
to turn in couponsin advance of their maturity. 
This payment in coupons, however, gave some the 
impression that there was doubt about the securi- 
ty, and the bonds sold down to 72% in New York 
this week. Eighty wasbid here and none offered. 


Wall Street Gossip.

An imporiant advantage accruing 
from the Erlanger system would liein the ability to 
use the short line from Meridian to Chattanooga. 
The line from Chattanoozx to Marshal via Mem- 
phis and Charleston, Little Rock and [ron Moun- 
tain is 65i miles. The southern line from Chatta- 
nooga to Marshal via Dalton, Selma, Meridian and 
Monroe is 722 miles, giving a slight advantage in 
distance as well as a longer haul in favor of the 
northern route. By using the Erlanger line frum 
Meridian to Chattanooga, however, the southern 
line is made 56 miles shorter than the northern, 
and time is alleged to be an important tactor in 
this case. 

Gath: The Seney interest is very closely watched 
here, under an impression thatit is to begin a line 
of railroad buying and development in the south- 
ern country. ‘“‘The south,’ said a speculator to 
me to-day, ‘‘is to be the seat of the next big boom ”’ 

Chicago Inter-Ocean’s money article: With all 
of yesterday’s selling the Richmond and Danville 
securieties held their strength aftera fashion that 
has made them a good ma«y friends, ank speaks 
weil for their future. The terminal stock was es- 
pecially strong. The earnings of the system still 
continue to show remarkable increases over those 
of last year. The greatest bullargument in favor 
of Richmond ana Denville steck, however, is the 
fact that the Standard oilinterest were obliged to 
pay an average price of abont 90 to get control. 


Through Rates to Atlanta. 

The recent meeting of the rate committee of the 
Southern railroad and steamship association at 
Baltimore was aitended by every member. The 
most spirited andthe most important discussion 
was one of great interest to Atlanta. Forsome 
time past Montgomery has hud lower rates from St. 
Louis, Louisville, Evansville and the’ great supply 
markets ofthe west. On grain and meat the Mont- 
gomery rate has been and is frem three to six 
and eignt cents a hundred lower than 
the Atianta rates from the same points, 
Phe rates to the two cilies were fixed at the same 
figures by the rate committee. The diseussion at 
the recent meeting 'ed toa consideration of how 
the rates cametobe lowered, The Louisville and 
Nashville controls all the lines going into Mont- 
gomery. but its representativesdenied the respon- 
bility forthecut. The original cause of the reduc- 
tion Wasa combination of all the local water rates 
from Louisville, St Louis and other points. Thus 
provisions were brought down the Mississippi river 
to New Orleans, across on the gulf to Mobile and 
up the Alabama river to Montgomery. To 
meet the cheaper rate thus made the 
Alabama Great Southern and the East Tennessee, 
Virginia ard Georgia made na low through rate to 
Selma, by which grain could be brought down the 
Mississippi to Vicksburg and across by rail to 
Selma. flrom Selma to Montgomery there is a 
local rate, but so short is the distance as to leave 
the rate still considerably below Atlanta. The de- 
mand was made by the roads interested in Atianta 
that the rates to Atlanta should be lowered or 
those to Montgomery raised. The Louisville and 
Nashville says that a raising of the rates 
to Montgomery is impossible, menaced, asitisby a 
long water and a short rail haul or by an all water 
haul. The latter caused the fall first. Then the 
low rate was fixed to Selma, and finally all rates to 
Montgomery fell te the standard fixed by the 
combined water rates. The discussion on this 
difficulty was long, and various expedicnts were 
suggested, but the rate committee could not reach 
any conclusion. Both sides were firm in the posi- 
tions taken. The Montgomery men contend stil] 
that higher rates to that point are impossible. The 
members of the committee did not fee] authorized 
to lower the rate to Atlanta without consulting the 
general managers of their respective lines. It was 
determined to adjourn without action for the 
present, and Comuoissioner Virgil Powers was re- 
quested to call the committee together within 
thirty days to take some action in the premises. It 
looks as though the through rates to Atlanta will 
surely be reduced to the figures now enjoyed by 
Montgomery.

Twe Luckless Tramps Yakea In by the Police —They 
Cannot Speak English. 

The two Arabs who have been the guests of the 
city at the police station since Sunday last will 
take their departure to day, and armed with trans- 
portation furnished by he mayor will turn their 
backs forever upon the Gate City of the south. 


Sunday morning last witnessed the advent of 
these two strangers to Atlanta. Their peculiar 
dress ana their general deportment made patent 
the fact that they were strangers in Atlanta, and in 
A short while they became the es- 

vecial pets of the olice ferce. 

‘hey were vot only unable to tell who they were, 
where they ceme from, where they were going, or 
whatthey wanted but could not understand a 
word that was spoken, ora gesture that was made. 
These factsinduced the policeman under whose 
espionage they fell to conduct them to the city pris- 
ou, where they would be _ protected § against 
sharpers, or prevented from doing wrong, as the 
case might be. Their nationality was not known 
until they had been at the stationhouse some while. 
Every race in Atlanta was presented to them, but 
with none of their visitors could the Arabs talk, 
until a Russian Jew,who works for Mr. Castleberry, 
the Whitehall street furniture man, came forward 
With this man the Arabs were at home, and the 
smile which Overspread their faces showed plain] 
the pleasure they enjoyed at finding one wit 
whom they could converse ina Strange land. But 
the Russian Jew’s knowledge of English was exceed. 
ingly limited, and e could tell those 
around him but little of what the Arabs said, al- 
though he made several mighty efforts. However 
from him it was ascertained that the Arabs had been 
in this country but a short time and that their com- 
ing was an accident. They were 
exceedingly anxions to reach home and 
were then upon their way. In_ his ‘pocket one of 
the Arabs carried a piece of paper upon which was 
written Atlanta, Ga., Charlotte, N. C, Lynchburg, 
Va., Washington, D.C., and this he said was the 
route which had been mapped out forthem. They 
want to go to Washington, where they think they 
will secure transportation home. Since becoming 
( the city’s guests the Arabs, whose names are com- 
posed of about forty letters each, have made the 
city prison their headquarters. There they have 
eaten and slept, amd there they have passed most 
of their time. 

In appearance we are alike and yet unlike. 
Th. ir costumes a esame and are a mixture. 
One is about twenty-five years of age, while the oth- 
er is forty or forty-five. One is tall, spare made and 
the other is short and of heavy build. ‘Their skin 
is exceedingly dark and their red turban caps har- 
monized with their complexion. They wear blue 
knee pants and socks, their legs being bare from 
the knee downto the top ofthe short socks which 
comes a little higher than theirshoes, An ordiuary 
coat completes their costumes. The elder one of 
the two takes things cooly and 
leaves his associate to the interviewers and the 
curious. He tries to understand and to make him- 
self understood, but his efforts are failures. Since 
their detention Commissioner Fax has done all in 
his power to help them along on their journey, and 
it was through his kindness that their transporta- 
tion has been secured. 
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THE LOUISVILLE EXPOSITION. 


Genern! Basll Duke ie the City tin the Interest of the 

; Great Show. 

General Basil Duke, cf Louisville, Kentucky, is 
in the city looking after the interests of the coming 
exposition at Louisville. In answer to an inquiry 
made by a CONSTITUTION man, hesaid yesterday: 

‘“Ourexpesition buildings will cover thirteen 
acres, exclusive of the annexes which are being 
put up from time to time on account of applica- 
tions for space. The exposition will open -on the 
first of Angust, and continue one hundred days,”’ 

‘‘Whatis to be the character of the exposition?’ 

“As its name implies, itis to be a southern expo: 
sition. showing all the products of the south of 
every kind. I am cut now seeing the various 
southern railroads to induce them to make exhibits 
of the mineral resources of the sections through 
which they pass, We have already had very liberal 
aid from many of the railroads. ihe Chesapeake 
and Ohio subseribed $15,000 and the Louisville and 
Nashville $25.000. Those roads are also Spending a 
great dealot money in getting up mineral exbibits 
along their routes. The Chesapeake and Ohiois 
making a collection in eastern Kentuckyand West 
Virginia and the Louisville and Nashvilleis getting 
up acollectionu from Alabama and central Tennes- 
see. Their collectiou will be principally minerals 
and timbers. We expéct a large attendance from 
the north and a considerable representation of 
Kuropean capitalists. Ourexposition will certainly 
afford a fine opportunity for the south to advertise 
herself,’’ 

“When will you be ready?’’ 

‘The exposition managers are making every ef- 
fort to complete the building by the firstof July, 
so a8 to havea month left for the reception of ex- 
hiblis. We expect to beaided verymuch in our 
exposition by the department of the government 
at Washington.,’’ 

‘‘Have you seen any of the Atlanta roads?’’ 

‘| saw Mr. Anderson, of the Western and At- 
lantic, yesterday. He was not sure that his road 
would make an exhibit as they think it might 
prove too expensive. J saw Mr. Sage, 
of the Richmond and Danville, and he told we 
that he was satisfied that Major McFail, who has 
the management of such things, would make an 
exhibit. The other railroads 1 have not seen yet.’’ 

“You may say,’’ coutinued General Duke, ‘that 
the Louisville people are providing ample accom- 
modations for all the people who will come there, 
and special buildings will be fitted up to accom- 
modate the crowds. The exhibition is con- 
venient to the city and is reached by 
a railroad and several lines of horse cars. You may 
also add that we will have a month's races during 
the exposition at which the Lorillard stallion races 
will occur which will be worth $20,000 to the win- 
ver.

The People Rally and Retire the Tows Oow to the 
Privacy o' the Back Yard or Cow Pen, as the 
Cea? May br—A Victory by a Small Ma- 
jority—A Modern City at Last. 


Yesterday the long inooted cow question was set- 
tled by a vote of the registered sovereigns of 
Atianta. Considerable interest was manifested on 
one side. The advocates of free cows were active 
ali day, and Lad at each polling place regular chal- 
lengers and enthusiastic “drummers.’’ These who 
faverea the confinement of the cows made little 
effort to get out a vote. Ifa general yote had been 
polled, the ordinance would have been carried by 
a big majority. At one of the polls a very active 
“cow man’’ was handing around ballots with ‘No 
cow law’’ printed on them. A gentleman approached 
the polls. The “cow man’’ handed’him one of his 


tickets. The gentleman tore off the “no’’ and 
voted it. The ‘cow man’’ asked, “‘what is your 
name?’ The name was rhe andthe ardent ad- 
vocate of age cows said: ‘‘That’s all right; we 
are keepinga listof all who vote that way.’’ It 
was noticeable that much more interest was taken 
in the cow law election than in the vote for gov- 
ernor, asin one case there wasa centestand none 
whatever in the other. 

At the city hall a sovereign, after casting his bal- 
lotfor the cow law,remarked: ‘Il guess! might as 
well vote for goverrmor too.”’ The free cow men 
were confideutof carrying the day, and at noon 
boasted that they had beaten their opponents two 
toone. They carried only the first and the third 
wards, and. were greatly surprised to find that they 
were beaten on the consolidation of the vote. The 
cow ordinance thus adopted requires that after the 
firstof June all cows in the city limits shall be con- 
tined on penalty of being impounded if caught on 
the streets.

A PASTEBOARD BOX.

What a Constitution Man Found on Colonel Ayery’s 
Desk Yesterday Afternoon. 

Yesterday when THE CONSTITUTION entered the 
governor’s office there rested upon the desk of Colo- 
nel Avery a pasteboard boxtiedup in a sheetof 
manilla paper and almost literally covered with 
sealing wax. Each little red spot bore the impress 
of the seal] of the executive office and it would have 
been utterly impossible forany man to have tam- 
pered With the contents without leaving marks to 
tell the tale. 


The box was perhaps such a looking affair as 
a young lady would have used to post to her dearly 
beloved a collection of nature’s art works—usually 
obtained at the florists. Yet the box contained 
what a few days before represented over a quarter 
ofa milion dollars. The colonel had industriously 
fingered the tiuy coupons representing the April in- 
terest of the state, and had made a certificate that 
they were all right and according to the statement 
furnished by Treasurer Speer. 

**Tell me something about the box,’’ remarked 
THE CONSTITUTION’S young man,as he turned it 
over and heard the crisp paper rattle on the inside. 

“That box,’’ answered the colonel, ‘‘contains 
what is simply the state’s receipts for- money paid 
on itsinterestand the indebtedness which is re- 
tired. Yesterday Mr. Speer sent us the coupons 
and bonds, and since they came into our hands we 
have been busy counting them. They were found 
to be coriccit and the governor has just issued his 
warrant for the amount. There was one‘ 
batch of coupons amounting to $197,691 and 
apother batch of coupons amounting § to 
$1,780, besides bonds amounting to $53,500. The 
most of these securities were paid by the Fourth 
national bank, of New York. They were then 
sent to the treasurer who hasa record for every 
bond and every coupon and he had to goover the 
records and mark every coupon and every boud 
paid, and then to cascel the eoupons and bonds by 
punching them. They were then sent te the exec- 
utive office and counted in the executive 
department to verify the accuracy of the count. 
That work was done by one of the secretaries in the 
office who, when he had completed it, gave his cer- 
lificate that he had examined the vouchers and 
that he found them correct, Upon that certificate 


the governor issued his warrant for 
the sum total. The coupons and honds 
were then put in this box and sealed up 


with wax, the seal used being called the “executive 
seal.’’ Upon this box is put a statement of its 
contents with the date of the sealiug. The boxis 
them putin the treasurer’s safe,and cafinot be open- 
ed except by executive order which goes upon the 
minutesofthe executive department.” 

‘‘What happens when the safe gets full?’’ 

“When the bonds and coupons thus cancelled ar- 
cumulate so as to crowd the safe, a special resolu- 
tion of the legislature orders their destruction.’’ 

“Do you expect to have a burning soon ?’’ 

‘Yes, we will soon have to have one, as there isa 
considerable accumulation of retired bonds and 
cancelled coupons in the treasury. Millions of dol 
lars worth will go into the flames when that is 
done.”’

Edwardsviile, Ala., isatownon the Georgia Pa.

When the crowd got out Saturday A. P. Tsyylor, the 
town marshal, formerly of Cobb county, was seen 
to be very observant of what was going on. As 
soon as Mr. Frierson began his sale Taylor be- 
gan talking in the crowd in a way to 
discourage bidders. He said the land was very 
subject to overflow and that he knew a man who 
had swam his horse over the very lots that were 
being sold. The name of this man was asked and 
Taylorgave it. The individual named happened 
to be in the crowd, and he came forward by request 
and stated what he knew about the land overilow- 


ing. He said he had not seen it overflow in forty 
years, and then a horse couldn't 
swim over it. It is said Taylor 
made other efforts to discourage the sale of 


the lots. Atnoon a fine dinner was given and Tay- 
lor demanded a license for it but finally agreed to 
letitgoon. Accompanying the train was Mr. C. E. 
Cadwell, who does business at No, 19 Maritta street. 
He went along tosell refreshments. A boy had 
taken a tray of lemonade outin the crowd to sell 
for him when some one remarked that the boy 
was rupning off with the things.
